AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION ONE (1) OB' CHAPTER THIRTY-
SEVEN (37) OF "THE GENERAL LAWS OK ONE THOU-
SAND EIGHT H U N D R E D AND 8UVBMTY-FIVK (L875), KE-
.LAT1NG TO TIIE COMPENSATION OF JUDGES OF PKO-
BATE.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That section one (1) of chapter thirty-seven
(37) of the General Laws of one thousand eight hundred and
seventy-five (1875), relating to the compensation of judges
of probate, be and the same is hereby amended so as to read
as follows:

Sec. .1. There shall be allowed and paid to -the several Salary of pro-
judges of probate in this State, in lieu of the fees, co^ts and bato*d«e-
perquisites^ ere tofore allowed by law, an annual compensa-
tion for their services as follows: In counties having a
population of one, thousand (1,000) inhabitants or less, the
aurn of one hundred dollars (*IOO) ; and in all other counties
the sura of one hundred dollars ($100) for the first thousand
inhabitants, and an additional sum of fifty dollars ($50) for
each additional thousand of population or majolr fraction

"thereof, to be paid quarter-yearly by the treasurer of the
county, upon the warrant of the cou-ity auditor. Provided,
that in the county of Ramsey the compensation to be allowed Special as to
and paid to the probate-judge thereof, shall be the sum of gj^w conn
two thousand 'dollars ($2,000), and the clerk of probate
court in said county of Ramsey shall be allowed and paid the
sum of twelve hundred dollars (§1,200) in the manner above
provided.

SEC. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from w^m
and alter its passage. t.iko effect.
